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Council vehicle aims to keep pupils safe outside gates

EIGHTY fines have been hand¬ 
ed out in just one month since 
a school parking spy car hit 
the streets in Dudley borough. 

The car is fitted with mobile CCTV 
and has just completed its first month 
full service keeping children safer 
outside schools. 

It is designed to deter people from parking on 
yellow ‘keep-clear’ zigzag lines outside school 
gates. 

Legislation means it is an offence to stop an¬ 
ywhere on the lines, punishable by a £70 fine. 
The zones are designed to make the busy areas 
outside schools safer for children. 

More than 80 pen¬ 
alty notices have been 
handed out since the 
car took to the streets 
in September. 

Technology 

The car, which was 
already one of the 
council’s fleet of vehi¬ 
cles, has been kitted out 
with smart technology. 

Using Google Maps 
and GPS, it senses 
when a vehicle has 
been driven into an area with the yellow zigzag 
lines and starts recording. It stops when the car 
leaves the area, capturing the number plates of 
all those parked illegally. 

The car was deployed outside several schools 
in June and July as part of a pilot project but 
has been rolled out across the whole borough 
since pupils started back with the new term in 
September. 

The project is costing £60,000 to set up and 
aims to be self-financing, meaning the cost of 
running the scheme will be funded by the in¬ 
come from fines. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, the council’s 
cabinet member for environmental services, 
said: “Illegal parking outside schools puts the 
lives of children at risk. The yellow zigzag lines 
are designed to keep the road clear so that chil¬ 
dren can see and be seen. People who flout the 
law and ignore the zigzags will be fined.”

Move to scrap 
MP’s constituency 

DUDLEY’S electoral boundaries could 
drastically change under plans announced 
this week. The Boundary Commission has 
unveiled proposals to cut the number of 
MPs from 650 to 600 by carving up hun¬ 
dreds of constituencies. 

Under the plans a new Dudley constit¬ 
uency will include three quarters of the 
Dudley South seat held by Conservative 
MP Mike Wood. Labour MP Ian Austin’s 
Dudley North seat would be abolished, 
with parts going into a new Wolverhampton 
South and Coseley. St Thomas’s, currently 
in Dudley North, would go to Warley. 

STORM 

Ophelia causes 
roof to collapse 

A BUILDING’S roof collapsed in Quarry 
Bank as the Black Country was lashed 
by the fringe of Hurricane Ophelia, 
which brought widespread destruction 
to Ireland on Monday. 

Brierley Hill firefighters were called 
out to Quarry Bank’s High Street after 
the gable end of a terraced building 
collapsed. The property includes nine 
flats above a shop with one occupant 
having to move out for the night. 


TRAFFIC 

Upgrading signals 
to ease congestion 

A SCHEME to upgrade traffic lights on 
busy routes across the Dudley borough 
in a bid to cut congestion has been 
revealed. 

Signals are to be improved along Dun¬ 
can Edwards Way and Stourbridge Road, 
near Scotts Green Island, at High Oak, 
Pensnett. and near Cinder Bank after Dud¬ 
ley Council secured funding. 
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Hospital failing to meet A&E targets 


ONE in five A&E patients are waiting more than 
four hours to be seen at Russells Hall Hospital, lat¬ 
est figures show. Just 80 per cent of patients were 
seen within four hours in August - below the na¬ 
tional NHS target of 95 per cent. 

The findings comes amid warnings of a looming 
winter care crisis at the Dudley hospital and across 
the wider NHS. 

Chiefs at Dudley Council called the figures ‘ex¬ 
tremely disappointing’ but said there was no ‘over¬ 
night solution’. Hospital bosses also pointed to the 
development of a new emergency treatment centre 
to relieve pressure on A&E. 

The number of patients seen within four hours 
dropped from July, when the figure was 82 per 
cent. In June the figure had been 90 per cent. 

Councillor Nicholas Barlow, cabinet member for 


adult social care, said: “We are already worried 
about what winter will bring. 

“These are very disappointing figures. The prob¬ 
lem is there is a shortage of nurses right across 
the board. 

Safely 

“Dudley Council and our NHS partners are 
coming together looking at ways to reduce hospi¬ 
tal admissions. There is not an overnight solution. 
Sometimes the Government puts in targets that 
are not realistic. The hospital staff are doing an 
excellent job who make sure people are seen as 
quickly and safely as possible.” 

NHS trust bosses announced plans in the sum¬ 
mer for a £2.6 million Emergency Medical Centre, 
which is due to open next month. 


Diane Wake, chief executive of the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, said: “We always do our 
best to make sure patients attending our emer¬ 
gency department are seen as quickly as possible 
and continue to see, treat, admit or discharge the 
vast majority of patients within four hours. 

“Our combined performance in August for all 
types of emergency attendances, which is meas¬ 
ured as part of the national four-hour target, was 
87.2 per cent. Patients are always prioritised in 
order of clinical need to make sure that acutely un¬ 
well patients receive the urgent medical attention 
they require as soon as possible.” 

She added that the hospital worked to ensure 
patients received ‘safe and appropriate care at all 
times’. 


Shop boss sold fake 
famous name trainers 
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A SHOE shop boss has admit¬ 
ted selling fake Nike and Adi¬ 
das trainers from his High Street 
store. 

A sting operation at GP Footwear 
WM, in High Street, Dudley, found 
boxes full of fake trainers with a street 
value of more than £60,000. 

Trading Standards officers confiscated 
a total of 602 pairs of trainers from the 
shop and sought to convict boss Sukhwant 
Singh, of Fancourt Avenue, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

At Wolverhampton Magistrates Court, 
the 54-year-old admitted two counts of 
selling falsely branded trainers and two of 
possessing such goods. 

He was given a curfew order which 
means he has to stay at home between 7pm 
and 7am. 

He was also ordered to pay a £1,000 fine, 
£1,800 costs and an £85 victim surcharge. 
The court ordered him to pay the £2,885 
total within 14 days. 

Message 

Genuine branded trainers would cost 
between £50 and £170, but the counterfeit 
trainers were being sold at the shop for be¬ 
tween £20 and £40. 

Councillor Peter Miller, cabinet member 
responsible for trading standards at Dud¬ 
ley Council, said: “This sends out a clear 
message that we will do everything we can 
to protect the public and legitimate busi¬ 
nesses from fake goods. 

“Often these counterfeit products are 
poorly made which short changes the cus¬ 
tomer. 

“We will always prosecute those people 
who operate above the law and hoodwink 
the general public,” added Councillor 
Miller.

Mother lied 
over living 
arrangements 
to get benefit 

A BENEFITS cheat from Sedgley fraud¬ 
ulently claimed nearly £29,000 in three 
years, a court heard. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told 
that mother-of-four Samantha Turner, 
of Downfield Drive, netted £28,465.39 in 
Jobseeker’s Allowance, housing benefit, 
council tax benefit and income support 
between November 2012 and January 
2016. 

She had told authorities that her hus¬ 
band had moved out and she was the 
sole earner, saying her husband was 
living with his father but when quizzed 
by investigators Turner’s father-in-law 
said he had lived alone for more than a 
decade. 

Mr Richard Davenport, prosecuting, 
said: “These offences came to light in 
2016 after information was received, but 
after she had ceased to claim.” 

Turner had claimed her relationship 
with her husband ‘was volatile and he 
often left for long periods’, which meant 
she ‘couldn’t rely on him financially and 
claimed benefits as a safety net’, he said. 

Miss Kam Shergill, defending, said her 
33-year-old client was of previous good 
character. 

Recorder Paul Bleasdale QC ordered 
Turner to carry out 180 hours of unpaid 
work having pleaded guilty to the three 
counts of fraud by false representation. 

inspectors gave 
school kitchen 
a score of zero 

A SECONDARY school in Dudley was 
ordered to take immediate action by 
food inspectors who uncovered poor 
cleaning standards in its kitchen, which 
had no hot water on the day of inspec¬ 
tion, earlier this year. 

There was no food safety management 
system in place when hygiene experts 
visited Ellowes Hall Sports College, in 
Lower Gornal, in March. As a result it 
received a hygiene rating of zero. 

Bin lids presented potential ‘cross 
contamination’ risks, said Dudley Coun¬ 
cil inspectors who ordered them to be 
removed. The standard of cleaning in 
the kitchen was described as ‘poor’ with 
cobwebs and flaky paintwork within 
food preparation or storage areas, 

School leaders were told staff needed 
to be trained how to operate a food 
safety management system, despite one 
being requested for the school by hy¬ 
giene chiefs two years earlier. 

Ellowes Hall, which has around 1,000 
pupils, said its kitchen had since been 
re-inspected and given a rating of four 
out of five. 

Liberal Democrats, who highlighted 
the report, described the conditions in 
March as ‘scandalous’.

OLD tram lines ripped up as part of 
ongoing Midland Metro works will 
have a new life - at the Black Country 
Living Museum. 

The tracks have been donated to 
the museum to be included as part of 
its vintage tram display. 

Around 100 metres of tram track 
have been removed as part of the 
works which are continuing along the 
A41 Bilston Road. 

They have been donated by com¬ 
pany Midland Metro Alliance to 
the museum to enhance its Forging 
Ahead project. It will be installed as 
part of 1930s-inspired street. 

Vintage 

The donation was made after work¬ 
ers discovered that the rails in Wol¬ 
verhampton was compatible with the 
track of the vintage tramway at the 
Tipton Road tourist attraction. 

Paul Brown, Midland Metro Alli¬ 
ance project director for the Bilston 
Road tproject, said: “Whilst the track 
along Bilston Road was reaching the 
end of its operational life for such a 
busy route, there was still enough 
life in the track for a smaller vintage 
tramline.” 

Black Country Living Museum has 
announced expansion plans backed 
by significant financial support from 
the National Lottery. BCLM: Forging 
Ahead, will see the museum create a 
town focused on thel940s to 1960s.

world's eyes will be on £ 28 m rail hub 


DUDLEY ‘will punch its weight internationally’ 
with the arrival of a new multi-million pound light 
rail facility, says the borough’s council boss. 

Dudley Council leader Councillor Patrick Har¬ 
ley says people from around the world will want to 
know what’s happening at the planned £27.8 million 
Very Light Railway centre, which will feature ‘cut¬ 
ting-edge technology’ shaping the future of trans¬ 
port. 

A total of 225 jobs and 331 apprenticeships could 
be created at the facility, which is due to be set to be 
up and running by 2021. 

Plans were recently given a boost with council 
bosses agreeing to spend £257,000 on ‘professional 
design fees’ . 


The innovation centre, to be built at Castle Hill, 
will design and build lightweight rail vehicles. 

Research and development laboratories will be 
built alongside facilities for general manufacturing, 
conferences, teaching and training and further in¬ 
frastructure. The hub will also feature a test track 

Councillor Harley said: “This is something that 
has been in the pipeline for quite a while. The Black 
Country Local Enterprise Partnership recently 
agreed to award us £18 million towards funding 
this project. 

“People all over the world will want to know what 
we are doing here. We may even be able to manufac¬ 
ture here. It will bring in a lot of high-tech jobs. It is 
an exciting project. 


“It won’t just be Dudley punching its weight in 
the Black Country and the West Midlands, it will be 
punching internationally. You can’t say that very 
often.” 

Planning chief and councillor Kieran Casey high¬ 
lighted how the centre will regenerate the area. 

The route of the Very Light Rail test track will 
run from Castle Hill through Dudley Tunnel before 
terminating close to Cinder Bank. 

The centre and testing track is part of a scheme 
by Warwick Manufacturing Group, which struck a 
deal with Dudley Council two years ago. 

It forms part of a number of regeneration projects 
planned for Dudley town centre. 


Pair are banned from 
pubs for seven years 


TWO men have been banned from 
from all licensed premises in parts 
of Dudley under a civil injunction 
secured by West Midlands Police. 

Kyle Williams, from Yardley, and Dan¬ 
iel Davies, from Dudley, are banned from 
associating with each other and entering 
anywhere that sells alcohol in an area de¬ 
fined by police. 

Other conditions of the injunction says they 
can only possess one mobile phone each and 




Davies are linked to these events but do not 
have enough evidence for a criminal prosecu¬ 
tion, so the injunction is the next best thing as 
it allows us to manage their activity and arrest 
them should they fail to comply. 

“Both have been managed by offender man¬ 
agers but refused to engage with intervention 
programmes or schemes aimed at diverting 
people away from crime. The injunctions last 
for seven year and if either are caught breach¬ 
ing any of the conditions they risk being jailed. 

“Local officers know who these men are, rec¬ 
ognise them on sight, and we will be looking to 
see if they breach any of the conditions.” 

These are the latest injunctions as the force 
works with local authorities to disrupt anti-so¬ 
cial activity.

Call for reports on 
accident hotspots 

A FORMER mayor has called for 
councils to publish details on the 
number of accidents at spots where 
speed cameras could be poised to 
make a return. 

West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson con¬ 
firmed that he is in talks with Black 
Country councils around bringing 
them back. 

But former Walsall mayor Peter 
Smith has issued a word of caution on 
the move. He said: “Motorists will be 
suspicious that this is a move to raise 
money, unless evidence is produced 
that demonstrates the chosen loca¬ 
tions are proven hotspots.”

warehouse valued at £450k for auction 


AN INDUSTRIAL unit valued at around £450,000 
is going up for sale on an online property auction.

Shortage of 
staff results 
in care home 
closing down 

A CARE home looking after almost 30 
people is to shut because bosses strug¬ 
gled to recruit trained nurses. 

Nethercrest Nursing Home in 
Netherton was told to improve by the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC) after 
an inspection last year, which uncov¬ 
ered staffing shortages. 

At the weekend operator Aston- 
brook Care Homes said the 37-bed 
facility would close due to difficulties 
recruiting permanent trained nursing 
staff. It said the situation was worse 
in Dudley than elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try. 

The home, which looks after people 
with physical disabilities or dementia, 
has 33 staff. Families were told of the 
decision last week. No date has yet 
been set for closure. Dudley Council 
is working with the home and families 
to find alternative care for residents. 

In a statement, operators said: “It 
is a decision that has been triggered 
by the extreme difficulties of recruit¬ 
ing permanent additional members 
for the nursing team and a clinical 
lead in particular. While there is a 
well publicised national shortage of 
qualified nurses the situation in Dud¬ 
ley is even more acute.” 

Lucy Holl, operations director, 
added: “Faced with the prospect of not 
being able to recruit trained nurses 
now, or in the foreseeable future, this 
regrettable decision is the only course 
of action open to us. Every step neces¬ 
sary will be taken to minimise disrup¬ 
tion to residents and to ensure their 
move to care facilities suited to their 
nursing, care and personal needs is 
smooth and caring.” 


Police plea after 
motorcyclist hurt 

POLICE have launched an appeal for 
witnesses after a motorcyclist was se¬ 
riously injured in a crash involving a 
car in Dudley. 

The incident happened on Duncan 
Edwards Way in Dudley just before 
7am on Thursday, October 12. 

Police and West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service were called to the scene. 

The motorcyclist, a man aged in 
his 30s, suffered multiple injuries 
and was gas given trauma care at the 
scene. 

He was then taken to Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birmingham. 

Police closed the road between Pe¬ 
gasus Island and Cinder Bank after 
the accident to investigate. Any wit¬ 
nesses to the accident, which hap¬ 
pened as rush hour got under way, are 
asked to call police on 101.

Schools 
striving to 
improve 

DUDLEY’S schools are the worst per¬ 
forming in the Black Country accord¬ 
ing to figures from education watch¬ 
dog Ofsted. 

Figures for the year up to August 
2017 found that four per cent of the 
borough’s schools were rated inad¬ 
equate and 14 per cent required im¬ 
provement. 

However, 13 per cent were rated 
outstanding - the same percentage as 
Staffordshire - and 69 per cent were 
good, which was higher than both 
Walsall and Sand well. 

Dudley Council’s education chief, 
Councillor Anne Millward, said the 
authority was striving to improve 
outcomes for all its schools. 

“We are heading in the right direc¬ 
tion, and we are working really hard 
alongside the schools improvement 
committee to target schools that need 
extra support,” she said. “However, 
our task is made more difficult by 
the fact that successive Governments 
have been intent on repeatedly mov¬ 
ing the goalposts. 

“We get to a point where we are get¬ 
ting on top of things and then have to 
deal with a new curriculum, new ways 
of testing and new ways of reporting 
to the Government. 

“As soon as we reach the required 
level they move the bar. 

“We have an excellent working re¬ 
lationship with our schools, but there 
needs to be a smarter way of think¬ 
ing nationally on how we determine 
schools’ success.” 

Work is under way 
on leopards' home 

WORK has started on extending the 
snow leopard enclosure at Dudley 
Zoo. The new surroundings will give 
the zoo’s two big cats more space and 
allow visitors to see them better. 

The building brings with it chal¬ 
lenges because it is close to the 11th 
century Dudley Castle, a scheduled 
monument. Archaeologists are cur¬ 
rently on site carrying out ground 
work ahead of the build, which is the 
latest project in the zoo’s £295,000 an¬ 
niversary revamp programme. 

Zoo Manager Matt Lewis said: “We 
are hopeful the frame of the extension 
will be in place this week and the en¬ 
tire build completed in over a month’s 
time.” 


Changing rooms 

WORK on new sports facilities at 
a park in Cradley is to start next 
month. Changing rooms are to be 
built at Homer Hill Park. The scheme 
was rescued thanks to a £340,000 
loan taken out by Dudley Council. 


Sorrow and a pledge to improve care

HOSPITAL bosses have vowed to improve 
governance, processes and standards of 
maternity care at Russells Hall following 
a damning report. 

They spoke of their sorrow at the death 
of Myles, without going into the details of 
his care. 

Russells Hall Hospital chief executive 
Diane Wake said: “We would like to offer 
our heartfelt condolences and apologies to 
the family of Myles Oakley for their tragic 
loss. We are unable to comment any fur¬ 
ther on individual cases.” 

At a Dudley Group Trust meeting last 
week officials announced that a maternity 


improvement plan was in place with addi¬ 
tional training for midwives. 

It comes as it was revealed that a total of 
43 serious incidents were recorded over a 
20-month period. 

Bosses said that all families had been 
contacted with a ‘commitment and prom¬ 
ise’ to have any of their questions an¬ 
swered. 

During a presentation to board mem¬ 
bers, chief nurse, Siobhan Jordan, said: 
“We were not learning from the mistakes, 
but we set up a Quality Inspection Board 
(QIB) with many experts in midwifery. 
“There were meetings and engagements 


but most importantly engagement with the 
patients. If something is flagged up then 
we are looking at. 

“Improved maternity governance is key 
and we are not just becoming isolated - we 
want to look at other organisations and 
work with those too.” 

Support will also be given from Birming¬ 
ham Women’s Hospital and the Maternity 
Unit at New Cross Hospital in Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Other improvements have been added 
including peer reviews, additional training, 
consultant appointments and an improved 
midwife to birth ratio of 1:28.

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Supermarket gets 
nod for expansion 

PROPOSALS for a supermarket to 
expand one of its stores in the Black 
Country has been given the green 
light by Dudley Council planners. 

The application for Sainsbury’s to 
extend its Amblecote store, to create 
a grocery online distribution hub, has 
been approved by Dudley Develop¬ 
ment Control Committee. 

Councillor Andrea Goddard said it 
was a good move that will boost jobs. 

But Councillor Paul Bradley, who 
stepped down from his vice-chair¬ 
man’s position to oppose the proposal 
on residents’ behalf, said the decision 
was ‘disappointing’. 

He said: “The Sainsbury’s was built 
in 1987, since then its just had exten¬ 
sion after extension after extension. 
The distribution hub was the last 
straw for the locals. I’m working with 
locals to make sure they keep it as 
quiet as possible for them.” 

Mozart and Haydn 
are choir's choice 


“YOU don’t go into hospital to have 
a healthy baby and come out with an 
empty car seat.” 

They are the words of Louise Oakley, who 
has spoken of serious errors at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital which resulted in the 
death of her son Myles and prompted a major 
investigation into its maternity unit. 

It was supposed to be one of the happiest days of 
their lives but 24 hours after going into hospital to 
welcome the arrival of their second child, the lives 
of Louise and husband Craig were left shattered. 

Myles was left fighting for his life because of mis¬ 
takes before birth and died at only one day old. 

But as well as errors in the lead up to the birth, 
the parents claimed they were rushed into saying 
goodbye to their son and never got to hold him 
while he was alive. 

The only pictures they have of their son were 
hurriedly taken on their mobile phones as a camera 
at the hospital wasn’t working and the couple said 
didn’t have time to get their own. 

They say they were initially told there were no 
issues with the care received. But the couple, who 
are both police officers, were not satisfied with that 
response and carried out their own research by ex¬ 
amining medical records. 

Investigated 

Myles’ death was one of 43 serious incidents re¬ 
ported at Russells Hall’s maternity department be¬ 
tween April 2014 and December 2015 - 25 of which 
were re-examined amid concerns over how they 
were originally investigated. 

Chief executive of the trust which runs the hos¬ 
pital, Diane Wake, this week apologised to Louise 
and Craig and other families affected, following 
a damning report into maternity services as she 
insisted improvements had since been made (see 
above). 

A number of serious concerns were raised by the 
Maternity Quality Improvement Board, including 
babies’ heart rates being wrongly monitored, staff 
being slow to react to urgent situations and the 
types of drugs given to induce labour. 

Initial investigations into incidents to find out 
what went wrong, which included the case of 
Myles, were ‘inadequate’, the report said.

All of these sounded familiar to Louise, 40, and 
Craig, 44, of Priory Close, Dudley, as many of the 
recommendations in the report came after errors 
during Myles’ birth. 

They arrived at Russells Hall in May 2015 ex¬ 
pecting for Louise to give birth to a healthy baby 
boy. The first signs Myles was in trouble came 
at around 6.30pm when the ECG heart monitor 
started behaving erratically. 

Craig said: “At 8pm he was pathological, so he 
was dying. He should have been delivered.” 

The parents say Louise was then given syntoci- 
non, a drug used to speed up labour but one that 


should not be used when babies are in distress. 
Myles was not delivered until after 10pm, by which 
time it was too late. 

Louise said: “Pandemonium broke out. They 
were shouting ‘get the crash team’. It carried on for 
45 minutes. I was screaming and shouting ‘what’s 
going on?’.” 

The battle to save Myles continued into the night 
but it soon became clear nothing could be done for 
him. His parents were taken to see him at 8am be¬ 
fore his life support machine was switched off. 

Louise said: “We didn’t have the chance to hold 
him alive.”

Debt: No 
it’s not all 
fault of the 
bankers 


POPULAR wisdom is that the financial 
crash 10 years ago was solely down to 
those who worked in the banking sector. 
Were it not for their reckless behaviour, 
everything would be fine and dandy, and 
we would all be basking in the joys of ev¬ 
er-growing living standards. 

Certainly, the banking sector didn’t 
cover itself in glory, but we kid ourselves 
if we think it was anything more than a 
bit-part player in the problems of the past 
decade. The real cause of the crash was 
debt. Ridiculous amounts of it. Both gov¬ 
ernment and personal. 

National debt more than doubled be¬ 
tween 2005-2010. Record “investment” 
in health care often meant shiny new 
buildings leased from private companies 
under the PFI initiative - more debt. 

Then there were the new NHS admin 
bodies with fancy names like “Beacon” 
and “Crystal”, each with their own cor¬ 
porate logos, offices and PR teams. But 
then there was the even more vexed is¬ 
sue of personal debt. For every reckless 
loan doled out by the panto villains in the 
banks, there was also a misguided bor¬ 
rower. Did anybody really think a 115 per 
cent mortgage at five times their salary 
would end in anything but tears? 

Blaming bankers is an alluring argu¬ 
ment, particularly for politicians. After all, 
they are hardly going to say it was their 
fault. And blaming the general public 
tends not to go down terribly well either. 
Pointing the finger at people who are hard 
to love at the best of times is always go¬ 
ing to be the easy option. The problem is 
that they have learned nothing. 

Today, government debt is at an all- 
time high. For all the talk of “austerity”, 
it is still spending more than is coming in. 
This cannot go on forever. 

At the same time, UK personal debt 
stands at £1.6 billion, about what it was 
before the last crash. 

Experts are particularly concerned 
about PCP car purchases. Take a look at 
all those shiny new 4x4s you see every 
day. Flow many have been paid for? 
About 14 per cent. Nearly nine out of 10 
new cars are bought on the never-nev¬ 
er. And don’t get me started on payday 
loans and “rent-to-buy” stores. 

We have become a want-it-now, throw¬ 
away society, where saving to buy things 
and making them last is seen as old-fash¬ 
ioned. It may not be palatable, but we 
have got to accept that not everyone can 
have a new car, flat-screen television, 
computer or smart phone. If we don’t live 
within our means, another crash is inevi- 
table.The only question is who we blame 
next time.

TFIE great writer Robert Harris says there is 
nothing worse than a screen or stage adapta¬ 
tion of a book sticking too closely to the plot 
and becoming “stilted” as a result. Actually, I 
can think of something worse. It is scriptwriters 
and producers altering historical facts. 

TFIERE is no evidence, for example, that 
Queen Victoria’s courtiers Lord Alfred Paget 
and Edward Drummond were gay, let alone had 
an affair. Indeed, Paget fathered 14 children 
which suggests he had a passing interest in 
heterosexuality. Yet in Victoria (ITV), Paget and 
Drummond are lovers. Writer Daisy Goodwin 
says she has been “creative” in her interpreta¬ 
tion of history and “some people might get very 
cross with me.” Only the sort of people who get 
cross at movies suggesting the Yanks retrieved 
the Nazi’s Enigma code machine (U-571) or that 
William Wallace painted his face blue (Brave- 
heart). These days, people get their history from 
television and movies. The least they can ex¬ 
pect is accuracy. 

TFIERE’S a running joke in the satirical come¬ 
dy W1A (BBC1) about the BBC’s digital subtitle 
service which can neither get things right nor be 
switched off, and which recently announced a 
show starring the popular pianist Jews Holland. 
But it’s hard to satirise the Beeb’s real subtitle 
service. It was rubbish when it was launched 
just in time for the Charles and Di wedding in 
1981 and remains rubbish to this day. A few 
days ago I switched on the Beeb’s mid-day 
weather forecast. The subtitles began: “It was 
a grey staff are some of it this morning” and

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went on to warn of “one or two Mac showers.” 
In Scotland, presumably. 

SOME say W1A has lost its spark and per¬ 
haps there is a natural limit to the number of 
buzzword jokes viewers will accept. Yet it still 
has some great gags. The moment the tall, chis¬ 
elled and perfectly poised Anna (Sarah Parish) 
walked into the glass wall and knocked herself 
out was one of the best TV slapstick moments 
since Friends’ Joey punched Ross in Central 
Perk. 

RESIDENTS of Coseley in the West Midlands 
have called in their MP Pat McFadden because 
they are plagued with badgers which dig up 
their gardens and even damage house founda¬ 
tions. It’s a tricky one for any politician because 
badgers are a protected species whose only 
serious enemy is the motor car. A friend was 
driving home the other night and paused in a 
farm lane to let one baby badger cross the road, 
followed by another, and another. There were 
eight of them. They are adding to a UK badg¬ 
er population estimated at 485,000 which is an 
80 per cent increase since the 1980s. Princess 
Anne famously declared that there would be a 
good case for culling badgers even if there was 
no link to bovine TB. 


THERE is, if we believe the tabloids, some 
friction between TV cooks Jamie Oliver and 
Gordon Ramsay over the size of their families. 
Oliver has five kids, Ramsay four. I am sur¬ 
prised, in an age of rocketing world population, 
climate change and loss of habitat, that anyone 
draws attention to their own fecundity. There 
you are, dutifully dividing your household waste 
into three different bins each week in order to 
save the planet. If the couple next door have ten 
kids, you must ask yourself, what’s the point? 

YET another email this week alleges that if 
you support Brexit you’re right-wing. Can I ad¬ 
vise you to have a look at Jeremy Corbyn’s re¬ 
cord from 1975 of voting against the EU and all 
its works? And he’s right-wing, is he? 

MEANWHILE, still in Europe, the death is an¬ 
nounced of Victorino Martin, 88, the greatest 
bull breeder in Spain. His beasts, the victorinos, 
were famed for their unpredictability in the ring. 
It may be that some of your hard-earned taxes 
are supporting bullfighting, via the EU’s Com¬ 
mon Agricultural Policy. As with so many EU af¬ 
fairs, it’s not easy to find where the money went 
but a report by Green Party MPs four years ago 
reckoned about £103 million a year was used 
to subsidise the bullfighting industry.

It’s amazing how signs and double yel¬ 
low lines are totally ignored in the panic 
to get their children to school on time. 
Get up a bit earlier and park in a safe (and 
legal) spot or, if possible walk to school, 
surely the better option as you can guar¬ 
antee your young ones get some exer¬ 
cise. With all the problems these days 
with child obesity surely - if feasible - that 
is the best option. 

Another problem with this inconsider¬ 
ate parking is the knock-on, pavement 
parking, cars ‘dumped’ half on and half 
off the pavement. Maybe they think they 
are being clever avoiding double parking 
but this just causes problems for oth¬ 
er mums. Try getting a buggy past the 
parked car, not enough room on what 
is left of the pavement which means the 
mum has to bump the buggy down on to 
the road and take her chances with the 
traffic. Not very safe. 

This month is Walk to School Month 
which aims to promote healthy living, 
reduce levels of traffic and make roads 
safer for all. Good idea - let us just hope 
parents go along with it. Warning - care¬ 
less parking is putting children’s lives at 
risk, including your own. Those ‘drive 
carefully’ near school signs are there for 
everybody, so heed the warning. 

And while we are talking about ignoring 
signs it is not just the parents who should 
take the blame. Driving near schools 
there is always plenty of notice that pu¬ 
pils will be in the vicinity, possibly cross¬ 
ing the road, and not all areas are these 
days lucky enough to have a crossing 
warden. Pupils should not have to take 
their lives in their hands because of mo¬ 
torists speeding along. Village roads are 
sometimes the worst with blind bends 
and narrow streets. Not the place where 
boy racers should be showing off. In fact 
that applies to all streets! 

Just imagine if you were that driver 
how you would feel if something hap¬ 
pened. Showing off could end with you in 
court or having to live with what you have 
done for the rest of your life. Think before 
you put your foot down, You might think it 
is clever but these pupils are somebody’s 
son, daughter, brother, sister etc and you 
could destroy a family for ever. 

Always remember that those few min¬ 
utes you may save by dumping cars on 
pavement, parking illegally, or speeding 
by a school could mean a lifetime of mis¬ 
ery for a family if an accident happens. 
Heed the signs - kill your speed not the 
child.

'Tidy' travellers win praise from MP 


THEY are often chastised for leaving piles 
of rubbish wherever they go but one group 
of travellers has been praised for mowing 
the grass at a site they illegally occupied. 

The group of Scandinavian travellers 
prompted concerns from council bosses 
when they set up on a football pitch off Lis¬ 
ter Road in Dudley earlier this year. But 
officers from the authority were stunned 
when they found a member of the group 
busy with a lawn mower during a site visit. 

The group in around 18 caravans spent a 
week at the site in May. They are also tidied 
away rubbish before they left. 

Dudley South MP Mike Wood made the 
revelation during a House of Commons 
debate on illegal traveller encampments 


in which MPs discussed the need for more 
powers to remove travellers from playing 
fields and parks. He told MPs: “Some of 
those camps, although unauthorised, have 
caused very little damage or disruption. 

Toilets 

“One group of travellers from Scandina¬ 
via tidied up after themselves, mowed the 
grass, and probably left the pitch in a bet¬ 
ter condition than that in which they had 
found it.” 

Mr Wood later added: “I think we can say 
that this particular group of travellers were 
fairly unusual in that they called the council 
and asked for Portakabin toilets when they 
first arrived. They tidied up the entire site 


before they left and one of them mowed the 
grass. If every group of travellers was like 
them then I don’t think we would have any 
problems.” 

Currently police powers (under Section 61 
and 62a of the Criminal Justice and Public 
Order Act), allow the removal of trespassers 
who cause criminal damage or engage in 
abusive and intimidating behaviour, or have 
six or more vehicles on land. Police can seize 
vehicles. 

Mr Wood said: “Police often seem to con¬ 
sider it inappropriate or unlawful to use 
section 61 powers because of the lack of 
welfare assessments and the needs of the 
children are likely to be applied to any such 
new powers.”

Cleaning up 
camps costs 
taxpayers 

£ 150,000 

DUDLEY Council has spent more than 
£150,000 over the last three summers clean¬ 
ing up the mess left behind by illegal traveller 
camps. 

Conservative MP Mike Wood said illegal camps in 
his Dudley South constituency had left the authori¬ 
ty with the huge bill, as he called for clearer Govern¬ 
ment guidance on how police and councils can use 
powers to move on travellers. 

His concern is shared by Dudley North Labour MP Ian 
Austin, who has described the mess left by the transient 
land occupiers as ‘com¬ 
pletely unacceptable’. 

Their comments came as 
the Government’s Commu¬ 
nities Minister Alok Sharma 
announced a review into 
the effectiveness of laws 
designed to tackle illegal 
camps set up by travellers 
and gypsies. 

Speaking during a House 
of Commons debate on the 
issue, Mr Wood said: “There 
have been illegal incursions 
in areas including Nether- 
ton, Woodside, Wordsley 
and Kingswinford. 

“There has been defeca¬ 
tion and urination on play¬ 
ing pitches and children’s 
playing areas. 

Impact 

“While the impact of 
that is, of course, felt most 
keenly by residents in the 
immediate area, the cost of 
dealing with it - in terms of 
enforcement and clearing 
up - is felt by the whole bor¬ 
ough and has amounted to 
more than £150,000.” 

Mr Wood added that while 
he supported giving the po¬ 
lice new powers to deal with 
illegal traveller camps, there 
needed to be greater clar¬ 
ity on how existing powers 
were being used. 

Labour MP Ian Austin 
said: “I want the council 
and the police to be able to 
deal with such sites much 
more quickly. I also want 
the council to take much 
stronger measures to pre¬ 
vent them from being occu¬ 
pied in the first place.” 

Mr Austin urged MPs 
to listen to proposals from 
West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson, who has called 
for powers enabling local 
authorities to direct groups 
of travellers to transit sites 
outside of their administra¬ 
tive borders. 

“It is my job to speak up 
for people in Dudley who 
have been affected by these 
camps, “ said Mr Austin.

“What people in Dudley 
have had to put up with

A POLITICIAN, who was Labour candidate for West Mid¬ 
lands Mayor, donated a kidney to save the life of one of his 
party’s MPs. 

It has only recently been revealed that Sion Simon gave 
his kidney to Perry Barr MP Khalid Mahmood in 2014. 

In a joint interview, where they spoke publicly for 
the first time about the astonishing act of kindness, Mr 
Mahmood said he was ‘hugely indebted’ to his party col¬ 
league. 

“It meant being able to live a normal life, which was 
getting increasingly difficult,” said Mr Mahmood, aged 
56, who is Labour’s shadow Europe minister. “Essentially 
what Sion did for me, a huge sacrifice on his part, ended up 
allowing me to have a normal life again.” 

West Midlands MEP Mr Simon said that deciding to 
become a ‘living donor’ had not been a ‘terribly difficult 
decision’. “He was in a very bad way, he needed a kidney,” 
he said. 


Paedophile 
who preyed 
on young 
girls jailed 

A PAEDOPHILE who preyed on young teen¬ 
age girls, sexually assaulting five of them, 
has been jailed for more than 17 years. 

Kevin Giannoni struck after using alcohol and cig¬ 
arettes to lure them to his home, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

The 53-year-old pervert groomed the victims by letting 
them do things their parents forbade, like drinking and 


smoking, explained Miss 
Sharon Bahia, prosecuting. 

Then, when they regarded 
him as an ‘uncle’ they could 
trust and confide in, he gave 
them ‘lessons’ in sex and 
boasted: ‘I am a man with 
wise words.’ 

The court heard he even 
pretended to be a St John 
Ambulance official to appear 
more trustworthy. 

The girls said they fre¬ 
quented the address because 
they could do what they 
wanted and felt ‘grown up’ 
but once snared they were 
controlled by his threats to 
tell their parents. “He be¬ 
lieved he was invincible,” 
said Miss Bahia. 

Movies 

The girls were encour¬ 
aged to play games with a 
sexual element and watch 
pornographic home movies 
during visits to his address, 
where he took naked pic¬ 
tures of them after they had 
been plied with drink. Some 
were sexually assaulted on 
numerous occasions. 

Giannoni, who lived 
alone, ignored a warning 
about his behaviour, which 
continued for eight years 
until one of the victims re¬ 
vealed details. 

The defendant, of Cannon 
Drive, Coseley, was arrested 
in September 2016 by of¬ 
ficers who discovered sexu¬ 
ally explicit items and a pen 
camera at his home. 

Naked pictures of the 
girls he had deleted from his 
computer were recovered

with special software but 
he repeatedly denied the 
claims of the girls until the 
day after his trial had been 
due to start. 

Miss Samantha Powis, 
defending, said: “He had 
no friends and no female 
companionship. That is no 
excuse for what happened 
but that was the context in 
which these offences were 
committed. He was particu¬ 
larly lonely.” 

Giannoni admitted mak¬ 
ing indecent images of chil¬ 
dren and sexual activity 
with children and was sent 
to prison for 17 and a half 
years. 

Judge Simon Ward told 
him: “You used the trust 
they put in you to lure them 
into your world of sexual 
perversion. You manipu¬ 
lated them socially so you 
could abuse them sexually 
and feed you perverted sex¬ 
ual appetite.”

Homes scheme for landfill 
site rejected after campaign 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to build 
100 homes on a former landfill site in 
Dudley have been thrown out. 

Developer Real Homes One Limited 
had applied to build 100 properties 
on the contaminated land in Bourne 
Street, Coseley. But the application 
was refused by Dudley Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee last week. 

The site had been used as a tip 
from the 1950s until the mid-1980s. A 


527-signature petition and 32 letters 
of objection were sent to planners. 

Councillor John Martin said: 
“There are some sites that should 
just not be considered for residential 
development and we should not be 
building on sites like this.” 

A decision on the application was 
deferred in September. Experts had 
said the land was contaminated and 
could pose a risk to human health but 


the ground would be treated if the 
scheme was approved. 

Margaret Holden, who has lived 
near the site for 50 years, said: “It 
should never go ahead. We watched 
them fill that site, it was horrendous, 
it was like living on the edge of hell.” 

Councillor Adam Aston said: “I’m 
delighted that the committee have 
quite overwhelmingly refused the ap¬ 
plication.”

Death crash driver guilty 


A SPEEDING learner driver 
from Stourbridge, who was 
over the drink limit, has been 
convicted of killing a young 
mother. 

Jurors unanimously convicted Jo¬ 
seph Chance of causing the death of 
Nadine Foster by dangerous driving 
in April 2016. The 25-year-old was 
found guilty last week following a trial 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Chance and friend Dylan Stringer 
were driving along Oldswinford’s Hag- 


ley Road in two vehicles when the fatal 
crash occurred. 

Former Dudley College student Na¬ 
dine Foster, who was a front seat pas¬ 
senger in Stringer’s Ford Focus, was 
left with serious injuries when the car 
ploughed into a wall. 

Hospital 

The 18-year-old mother, who had 
also studied at Pedmore Technology 
College, died in hospital 10 days later. 

During the trial, jurors were told 
the three had been drinking in Stour¬ 


bridge’s Chicago Rock Cafe before 
leaving the venue in the early hours 
of April 16. 

The two drivers began speeding in 
Hagley Road, Oldswinford. Chance, 
who was driving a Renault Clio sped 
across the road with Springer behind. 
The jury heard the two cars reached 
speeds of almost 80mph. 

Chance, of Murcroft Road, and 
Stringer, of Wychbury Road, Stour¬ 
bridge, who pleaded guilty to causing 
death by dangerous driving at an ear¬ 
lier hearing, are to be sentenced on 
November 7.

VASES have long been a very useful ad¬ 
dition in terms of home design, able to 
bring a touch of colour or seasonal style 
to any room. 

They are very affordable - unless you want 
fabulously expensive ones - and always available 
at good prices in the saleroom. 

Vases have been around since the times of the an¬ 
cient Greeks but those similar to the ones we use today, 
originally known as flower glasses, were around in the 
1700s, although it wasn’t until the Victorian era that 
they became popular and readily available. 

They come in all sorts of shapes, styles, designs and 
sizes - and materials range from brass and silver to 
china and wood. 

The Victorian vases tended to be very ornate, often 
featuring glorious floral patterns, and were produced 
by all the major manufacturers of the day including 
Royal Worcester and Royal Crown Derby. 

Shapes changed in the 1920s and 1930s with the 
more streamlined designs of Art Deco and Art Nouveau 
(although flower pat¬ 
terns were still right 
up there with Art 
Nouveau!) and by 
the forties vases has 
started to look a lit¬ 
tle more functional, 
although still stylish. 

The fifties had its 
own unique elegance 
and this was mir¬ 
rored in home decora¬ 
tion, including vases, 
and of course the 
1960s saw everything 
become very brightly 
coloured. 

The seventies 
vases were both col¬ 
ourful and slightly 
wacky in both style 
and shape - and al¬ 
though they went 
right out of fashion 
in following decades 

they are now popular once more. 

Vases placed in the right position can alter the look 
of any room, whether filled with fresh or dried flowers 
or standing empty, and they always look good grouped 
together. 

Because they will almost all have been used for prac¬ 
tical purposes rather than display vases may well have 
suffered some minor damage over the years so check 
for cracks and chips before you buy.

Capturing frozen beauty 
of Iceland with Gertrude

TWO film-makers who juggle 
their business with jobs at the 
Grand Theatre in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton certainly managed to cap¬ 
ture some dramatic images and 
spectacular footage on a trip to 
Iceland. 

Battling unpredictable and harsh 
weather, armed with a drone, Alex 
Hatfield and Ina Krombholz set off 
on an expedition to capture the ‘raw 
beauty and natural spectacle of winter 
across Iceland like never before.’ 

The result is the film Island, the latest ef¬ 
fort from the aerial specialists Skies Untold. 

It begins above the Nordic country’s 
Jokulsarlon glacial lagoon. The film then 
follows a journey across Iceland includ¬ 
ing breathtaking overhead shots of Sel- 
jalandsfoss and Bruarfoss waterfalls, the 
Vatnajokull glacier at Skaftafell, and the 
lighthouse at Arkanes, built in 1918 and 
one of the oldest concrete structures of its 
kind in the country. 

Along the way, the aerial photography 
and cinematography experts take viewers 
along deserted highways, swoop among 
smouldering geysers and halt for close-ups 
of a herd of wild horses.

Skies Untold was set up by drone pilot 
Alex Hatfield, who was born and raised in 
Wolverhampton and has been building mul¬ 
ticopters in his spare time since 2010. 

He met his partner, Ina Krombholz from 
Berlin, Germany, while she was studying 
for her Masters in graphic design at the 
University of Wolverhampton, and they 
both discovered a mutual passion for aerial 
cinematography. 

Both aged 27, Alex and Ina work at Wol¬ 
verhampton Grand as a stage technician 
and dresser respectively, while Ina also has 
her own jewellery business. 

Unpredictable 

Spending seven days in Iceland in March, 
the gruelling weather conditions caused 
some issues for the film-makers and their 
drone affectionately known as Gertrude. 
Alex said: “They really aren’t joking when 
they say the weather is entirely unpredict¬ 
able in Iceland! This made filming difficult 
and we weren’t able to shoot a lot of the 
things we had planned prior to the trip. Due 
to this, a lot of the locations shot aren’t the 
usual tourist spots. 

“They are smaller things we just hap¬ 
pened across and took advantage of whilst 


driving the main A roads around the island. 
We stopped and filmed where and when we 
could, if the weather allowed. 

“Furthermore, due to Iceland’s latitude 
and ground make up, magnetic interfer¬ 
ence can prove to be problematic when 
flying drones. Gertrude has a digital com¬ 
pass which it uses to stabilise and orientate 
itself, and this would often fail, requiring 
sequences to be reshot or abandoned. How¬ 
ever, we persevered throughout the shoot 
and I think the end results were more than 
worth the struggle.” 

Alex said: “On complex shoots where I 
need to concentrate entirely on flying, Ina 
operates the camera. There are two control¬ 
lers, one operates the drone and the other 
controls the camera settings and direction 
independently. Ina is gifted with a cameray. 

Camera operator and editor Ina said: “We 
have wanted to visit Iceland for some time.

Oh, Tom! We are 
still Crazy For You 



I’d say the Black 
Country crowd has 
a brilliant sense 
of humour 


H e never once thought 
about packing it in, 
though his mates told 
him he ought to. During 
his six wilderness years, 
Tom Chambers worked 
variously as a barman, pizza delivery 
guy, HGV driver and more. He took 
whatever work he could get because 
nobody wanted to give the fledgling 
actor a job. 

So he recorded a video of himself tap dancing, 
showing off skills that few possess. And he sent it to 
1,000 people - yes, 1,000. Two of them responded. 

“I was lucky, one of those responses led to a TV 
audition.” 

The audition was for Holby City and that, in turn, led 
to an appearance on Strictly Come Dancing. For Tom, at 
least, the rest is history and he is now one of the biggest 
stars of the West End. Musical theatre adores the man 
who won the sixth series of Strictly with partner Camilla 
Dallerup. 

“In this industry, you either have to have a screw loose 
or be slightly mad. Not giving up for that long and having 
that never-ending belief that you’ll get there requires 
something a little different. Even now, I still can’t quite 
believe what I’m doing. 

“I tried for six years after drama school, I was a barman 
pizza delivery, HGV driver. .. You name it. Then I did a 
tap dance and sent it out to 1,000 people and I got two 
responses. Everyone was telling me to quit. They were 
telling me to find another agent. At one point, I even 
signed up to be a fireman. But then the phone 
rang offering me a proper TV audition for six 
years. I took it and things have gone alright 
since that. But that’s the thing, you’re so lucky 
to get work in this 
industry. You only 
have to watch X 
Factor to realise 
what talents people 
have.” 

Tom is lining up 
with another Strictly 
winner, Caroline 
Flack, who is making 
her stage debut as ‘Irene’ 
in the national tour of Crazy 
For You. Tom plays her love 
interest, Bobby, and the show 
reaches Birmingham Hippodrome from 
Tuesday to October 28. 

Best known to TV audiences for her 
star-turn on the popular BBC TV series 
Strictly Come Dancing, Flack won the 
12th season of Strictly in 2014. She 
currently presents ITV’s Love Island and 
her previous presenting credits include 
I’m a Celebrity .. . Get Me Out of Here 
NOW! and The Xtra Factor. She has 
also presented The X Factor. Prior to 
presenting, Caroline trained in musical 
theatre. 

Tom created the role of Jerry Travers in the West 
End musical Top Hat, for which he was nominated for 
an Olivier Award for Best Actor in a Musical. He can 
currently be seen in the hit BBC drama Casualty and 
his other TV credits include Holby City and Waterloo 
Road. His recent stage credits include Private Lives and 
White Christmas in the West End. 

They will be joined by Charlotte Wakefield in the role 
of Polly. Charlotte made her West End debut as Wendla 
in Spring Awakening, for which she was nominated 
for an Olivier Award. She played Maria in the critically 
acclaimed production of The Sound of Music at Regent’; 
Park Open Air Theatre receiving nominations for Best 
Actress in a Musical at both the Evening Standard and 
Olivier Awards. Her other theatre credits include Sophie 


in Mamma Mia! in the West End, Truly Scrumptious in 
Chitty Chitty Bang Bang and Laurey in Oklahoma!, both 
on national tour. 

Tom says the production is enormous fun. “It’s 
great to be working with Caroline again. I judged her 
on the Strictly tour after she won it in 2014.1 didn’t 

have to wag my finger at her and give her 
instructions, she was step perfect. 
“This is her first musical. She’s 
really purposeful. She didn’t 
want the lead because 
it’s her first one and she 
didn’t want to jump in the 
deep end. But she’s like a 
box of fireworks. You never 
what what colour it’s going 
to be next.” 

Crazy For You is directed 
by The Watermill’s Artistic 
Director, Paul Hart, with 
musical arrangements by 
Catherine Jayes (The Color 
Purple, Broadway). It is 
choreographed by Nathan 
M. Wright (High Society, 
Old Vic) and is designed by 
Diego Pitarch (The Addams Family). 

It has music and lyrics by George 
Gershwin and Ira Gershwin and a 
book by Ken Ludwig. It was inspired 
by material by Guy Bolton and 
John McGowan and was originally 
produced on Broadway by Roger 
Horchow and Elizabeth Williams. 

Tom says: “Everything is about 
the casting, get that right and it’s 
half done. In this show, you almost 
don’t know where to look. There’s 
something unique about this show 
compared to the originals. There’s 
no orchestra or pit, the music’s 
been learnt - imagine that, a 
whole Gershwin. I have to play the 
trumpet for four bars but the rest 
are brilliant. The cast have learned 
singing, dancing, acting and playing 


an instrument at the same time. There’s tap dancing, 
spinning and playing clean notes. How you do play a 
violin cleanly when you’re jumping around on the stage? 

“Everything you see played on stage is live and real. 

It makes it very, very exciting. It’s pure enjoyment, pure 
escapism, a big bundle of fun. It’s like medicine for the 
soul.” 

Tom was drawn to the stage by Crazy For You, which 
he saw when he was 15 with Ruthie Henshall. “If there 
was one role in my entire life at the top of my bucket list, 
it was Bobby. With loads of musicals, the scripts are 
neither here nor there. But this was written in the 1990s 
- when the Die Hards and When Harry Met Sally were 
coming out. The dialogue at that time was great with 
loads of one-liners. So the audience smile from start to 
finish. It’s a classic boy meets girl, but it’s the lengths 
Bobby goes to that makes it funny, there’s a farcical 
element to it.” 

Tom is also looking forward to being back in 
Birmingham, where he played in Top Hat. 

“I’ve done Top Hat and Private Lives too. It’s lovely 
to be back. I’d say the Birmingham and Black Country 
crowd have a brilliant sense of humour, they’re always 
very warm. Some parts of the country, I can’t name them, 
they’re a little bit cooler and reserved, whereas with 
Birmingham the audience is ready to have a good time 
from the moment the curtain goes up.”

A giant leap forward for SsangYong's Rexton 



The all-new SsangYong Rexton at Weston Park on the Staffordshire border this week 


South Korean 4x4 specialists SsangYong 
have relatively modest aspirations for sales 
of its all-new Rexton model in the UK, writes 
John Griffiths. 

It may be realistic but in many ways it’s a pity 
as the budget brand’s latest offering is a giant 
leap forward on the previous Rexton, very 
capable and exuding a much more upmarket 
feel. It’s a full-size SUV packed with technology 
and serious off-road ability, plus it’s a seven- 
seater and a towing limit of 3,500kgs - enough 
for a large horsebox with two equines on board 
or some of the biggest caravans. 

Yet with prices starting at £27,500, it 
undercuts some of the current crop of SUV- 
styled cars with two wheel drive only, and 
space for only five passengers and a lot less 
luggage. Plus the Rexton has a five year, 
unlimited mileage warranty behind it. 

Inspired 

SsangYong has been making 4x4s for more 
than 60 years, so it’s no surprise that it has that 
aspect well sorted. But until recently - and the 
advent of the smaller but widely acclaimed 
Tivoli - it has had the image of being somewhat 
utilitarian in its approach. 

Inspired by that car’s success in Europe, the 
new Rexton follows its example with a stylish, 
sculpted new body, yet one which retains a 
suitability muscular appearamce. Inside the 
story continues, with a modern Tivoli-esque 
panel and centre console, big, comfortable 
seats and a range of higher quality, softer 
materials. It’s packed with technology, too. 

The first and second row of seats have 
generous levels of head and leg room for 
adults, and even the fold-down pair of seats 
in the rear shouldn’t be ruled out as full-size 
accommodation. The layout means luggage 
room is exceptional: from 820 to 1,977 litres on 
five-seater versions and from 649 to 1,808 litres 
in the seven-seater (with rear seats folded flat). 

In base level (EX) models the centre console 
is dominated by an eight-inch touch screen 
controlling the audio system, connectivity, the 
reversing camera view and the ability to link to 
your Apple and smartphone apps. 

ELX and Ultimate models get a 9.2 inch HD 
screen which adds satnav and the 3D all-round 
monitoring system, with cameras which help 
you slip into tight parking places and, as was 
demonstrated on an off-road test, to avoid 
hazards like tree stumps and rocks. 

The body, as well as being larger than its 
predecessor, is also considerably stronger 
thanks to the use of high-strength steels, 


creating both a safer and better handling car. 
The safety systems include ABS, electronic 
stability programme, nine airbags, autonomous 
emergency braking, forward collision warning, 
lane departure warning, traffic sign recognition, 
blind spot detection and rear crossing traffic 
alert. 

The driver’s instruments include a colour 
‘supervision’ panel allowing you to see such 
information as current speed limit, satnav 
prompts, trip information and a range of safety 
system alerts. Other standard features include 
electric windows, tailgate, cruise control, a 
heated leather steering wheel, windscreen 
wiper defroster, electric folding and heated 
mirrors and air conditioning. 

The £37,500 flagship ‘Ultimate’ model adds 
luxuries such as leather upholstery, heated 
seats front and rear, ventilated and electrically 
adjustable front seats, LED foglights and 
cornering lights to name but a few highlights. 

The heart of the new Rexton is SsangYong’s 


own 2.2 litre diesel engine, mated to a 
six-speed manual gearbox or a smooth 
seven-speed Mercedes auto. It has 181Ps of 
power and a hefty 420Nm of torque from just 
1,400rpm which give it a 0 to 62mph sprint time 
of just under 12 seconds. 

Remarkable 

It actually feels livelier than that, particularly 
in the mid-ranges, but the most remarkable 
thing about it (and the car as a whole) is its 
particularly low noise levels. In fact the Rexton 
has braggig rights over many of its rivals 
when it comes to what engineers call NVH 
(noise vibration and harshness) for its refined 
driving experience which complements the 
new, upgraded interior. It feels relaxed and 
comfortable, with a surprising smooth ride 
considering its a car designed to take the 
rough with the smooth. 

A simple rotary dial allows you to choose 
‘two high’ for driving the rear wheels through 


the standard gear ratios to ‘four high’ for 
slippery conditions and ‘four low’ for four wheel 
drive and low ratios when the going really 
gets tough. With the addition of hill descent 
control the Rexton’s off-road performance is 
impressive. Up and down steep, wet grassy 
slopes and tackling a series of inclines in the 
deep mud of an old quarry were taken in its 
stride during testing. 

The official average fuel consumption figures 
are 34 to 36mpg, depending on model and 
transmission choice, with C02 figures of 
between 204 and 218g/km. 

Appearances are subjective, of course, but 
SsangYong has created a car for all reasons: 
stylish family transport with serious off-road 
and towing ability that few in this price range 
can emulate. 

It retains all of its predecessors’ utility and 
workmanlike competence, but adds a lot 
more stylng, luxury and refinement to tempt 
European - and particularly UK - car buyers.

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Skoda's Citigo

The Skoda Citigo is about as no-frills a 
car as you can get today. It’s designed for 
urban drivers who need a practical but 
compact way of getting around, as well as 
for those who don’t want to pay the earth in 
running costs. The original car did this to a 
tee and it was updated for 2017. 

What does that mean? Well, the exterior - 
which was never bad looking in the first place 
- was treated to a reshaped front grille and 
modified bumper as well as daytime running 
lights. There’s also a jazzy new colour - Kiwi 
Green - which stands out against the plethora 
of grey and black hues currently on the road 
today. 

Inside, you now get a redesigned instrument 
cluster while a new infotainment system gives 
clearer control over the DAB digital radio and 
media options. There’s even a multifunction 
steering wheel available - though this is an 
optional extra. 

The previous-generation Citigo was a 
good-looking little car and thankfully Skoda 
has only improved the package. The daytime 
running lights give it a little more presence 
on the road, while redesigned 15-inch alloy 
wheels fill the Citigo’s arches nicely. The 
all-new Kiwi Green colour looks great on the 
car too. 

The Citigo’s interior has a quality to it that 
you’d expect from cars double its price. 
Everything feels exceptionally well put 
together, and though there are some harder 
plastics to be found, you need to remember 
that they’re in a car which can be bought for a 
shade under £9,000. 

It’s impressive, just as it was in the original, 
while the variety of Skoda ‘Simply Clever’ 



There’s 215 litres of seats-up boot space 


features - an umbrella under the front 
passenger seat and a fold-out bag hook on 
the handle of the glove compartment, for 
instance - only add to the interior’s quality. 

Given that the Citigo measures just 
3,597mm then you wouldn’t expect to find 
much in the way of practicality. The reality 
couldn’t be further from the truth. In five-door 
layout, there’s 251 litres of seats-up boot 
space, rising to 959 litres with them folded 
down. It has a split floor too, giving a far more 
flexible storage solution. 

Front seat passengers get plenty of leg 
and headroom, while those in the back are 
- surprisingly - equally well catered for. Of 
course, taller passengers may struggle in 
terms of headroom, but occupants of average 
height will be more than comfortable. 

In the modern motoring age of driving 
assists and autonomous steering, the Citigo 
offers a driving experience that is nothing 
short of refreshing. There haven’t been any 


mechanical changes made to this car over the 
previous model, which means that it drives 
just as well as it did. 

The steering is light but communicative, 
while the five-speed manual gearbox has a 
decent action. 

The engine needs to be worked hard at 
times - especially on steep gradients - but 
most of the time it’s settled and refined - 
something you wouldn’t expect from a three- 
cylinder. 

It’s a basic driving experience, that’s for 


sure, but that doesn’t stop it from being an 
enjoyable one. And if you’re after a car that 
is happier doing longer miles, then the more 
powerful engine is the one to go for. 

If you want a Citigo with all the bells and 
whistles then that’s what you can get in the 
£11,325 Monte Carlo-edition car. In truth 
though, we’d recommend going for a more 
base-spec Citigo, as it lies closer to the car’s 
no-frills mentality than the more equipment¬ 
laden models. 

The SE model is the pick of the bunch 


in our eyes, offering air conditioning, rear 
folding seats and an infotainment system with 
Bluetooth connectivity and six speakers for 
£9,635 for the 59bhp, three-door model. It also 
remains a very good car for first-time drivers 
thanks to its Group 2 insurance rating. 

The Citigo is ideal for drivers who want a car 
that isn’t festooned with technology, and one 
which doesn’t cost all that much to run. As 
mentioned earlier, it’s also a great choice for 
just-passed motorists who are looking to keep 
insurance premiums to a minimum.

Vauxhall can’t have heard about the demise 
of diesel; the new range topping Insignia 
Country Tourer comes with nothing else. 

In fact, there isn’t even a choice of engine 
until a second one arrives in a few weeks. And 
that’s a diesel too. 

Of course, Vauxhall knows diesels are going 
to be around for years and the overhyped 
stories that diesel is in its death throws are 
simply nonsense. 

Which is just as well if you enjoy your 
driving, for the newcomer is probably the best 
car Vauxhall currently makes. 

Ability 

For a £1,355 premium over the normal Sport 
Tourer you gain four-wheel drive in the most 
expensive version, while all of them have a 
gently raised ride height (+20mm) and the 
macho black plastic cladding and silver skid 
plates that these days signifies a car with the 
ability to handle a slippery forest track. 

The result is a big car, more than five metres 
long, that socks it to the likes of Audi’s Allroad 
and the VW Passat Alltrack but for thousands 
less, starting the three car range at £25,635. 

All of them share a 168bhp 2.0 litre turbo 
diesel engine and the ability to touch 135mph 
and hit 62mph in around nine seconds while 
managing better than 43mpg in the official 
test. A 210 horsepower diesel arrives shortly 
and automatic gears are already an option 
in a Country Tourer in front-drive form. Order 
the 4x4 (£27,235) and you’ll have a car that is 
mostly front wheel drive most of the time but 
can switch power to the back wheels in an 
instant when slip is detected. 

Beneath the new body cladding sits a car 


with enough space in the rear seat to act 
a stand-in limo and a boot that varies from 
generous (560 litres) with the seat back 
upright to vast (1,665 litres) with it folded 
down. 

Lack of room will never be a problem here. 
Nor will the fittings and fixtures that come with 
a car Vauxhall perches at the pinnacle of the 
Insignia range. 

As befits the poshest model there are a 


host of standard features, from a tailgate that 
opens with a well aimed kicking motion under 
the rear bumper to roof rails that can cope 
with loads up to 100kg. 

You and your passengers should never feel 
a wintry chill in this car, with heated front seats 
as standard and outer rear seats as an option 
along with the option of a heated steering 
wheel for the driver and a heated windscreen 
to quickly banish early morning frost. 


Standard kit also includes a fine satellite 
navigation, cruise control, leather faced 
seats, 19ins alloy wheels, panoramic camera 
and Vauxhall’s OnStar system that gives you 
a wi-fi hotspot in the car and automatic crash 
response if the worst happens. 

But this version of the Insignia goes well 
beyond its specification and turns into an 
enjoyable drive as soon as you head off 
down the road, a potent and easy-going 


diesel engine mating with a precise manual 
gearchange to provide a car with genuine 
punch. 

On a properly surfaced road, even in 
pouring rain, you’re unlikely ever to trigger 
the 4x4 system into instant action. But come 
a winter chill or a muddy lane in deepest 
February and you might be very glad that 
your Country Tourer will take care of things 
for you.

A party atmosphere filled the room as names were 
read out for athletes to walk up to the stage and col¬ 
lect their awards. Around 50 awards were presented 
to athletes aged under 13 up to senior levels in track 
and field. 

Mary added: “The event was absolutely brilliant. 
Denise (Lewis) didn’t come. It was a bit disappoint¬ 
ing. She had the opportunity and we did expect her. It 
was a lovely event, all people came together to share 
their stories.” 

On the eve of the celebrations, the club staged the 
David Coleman Mile Races, named in honour of the 
popular former broadcaster who was president of the

club during its heyday. The history of the club can be 
traced back to before the First World War in 1914, 
with a club based at Molineux with a track around 
the football pitch. 

A decade later, Wolverhampton Athletics Club was 
formed and in 1943 they merged with Penn Harriers 
to form Wolverhampton Harriers. After using vari¬ 
ous grounds in Compton, at Tettenhall College and 
at Marsh Lane the club moved to Aldersley Stadium 
in 1956. 

The municipal sports stadium was also home to 
Wolverhampton Wheelers Cycling Club. In 1967 Bil¬ 
ston was incorporated into Wolverhampton in a local 


government reorganisation and the two local clubs, 
Wolverhampton Harriers and Bilston Town Athletic 
Club, merged. 

The club went on to dominate track and field, win¬ 
ning the National League Division One for men from 
1975 to 1982, the Men’s National Cup final in 1976, 
1977, 1979 and 1980. It also represented Britain in 
the European Clubs Cup from 1976-83 with the best 
finishing position of third. 

In 1960 Peter Radford broke the world 200m re¬ 
cord in 20.5s in an international held at Aldersley. 

The club suffered some decline in the 1980s, but is 
now enjoying a resurgence. Male athletes compete in 
the Midland’s Men’s League and the females in the 
Midland Women’s League and the National League. 

With 40 coaches, all England Athletics qualified, 
there is a comprehensive programme for all young¬ 
sters including running, throwing, jumping, hurdling 
and walking.
